TORONTO, Ont.—Strange indeed 
has been the case of Major Lean.

It was on November 29, 1927, that 
he was last heard of by any who 
knew him.

As the days passed 
Ontario sensed another Ambrose 
Small mystery, the two were linked 
up in some theories of what was 
coming to be known as “the strange 
case of Major Lean,” and the police

The other day the province was 
startled again.

The first in- 
timation of his return came to his 
brother-in-law. The maid told him 


that there was a bearded and some- 
what rough-looking man at the door 
asking for him.

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IMPERIAL TRADE PREFERENCE 
HAILED AS DOMINANT 


—o— 


OTTAWA—The next session of the 


Canadian House of Commons can 
‘hardly fail to be the most portentous 
of any since the war. Rt. Hon. 


Mackenzie King and his government 
may decide to go to the country on the 
major issue of free trade within the 
empire, to be brought about by a 
gradual increwtse in Imperial prefer 
ence. Such is the word animating the 
communiques of well-informed polit 
ical correspondents, 

The Dominion tariff policy, changea 
but little by the current Robb budget 
is admittedly an agency which may 
have to be radically overhauled when 
the House meets next. Canadian and 
United States relations have been re- 
garded as undergoing a development 
which in another year may require 
adjustment in the policies of the two 
countries, one toward the other. 

Canada is the best customer of her 
neighbor to the south. The two na 
tions are an economic entity, however 
strong may be, and is, the ties that 
bind the ties that bind the Doniinion 


to the Imperial link, so that this 
| country feels that “retaliation” is 
necessary so long as the United 


States persists in her tariff legislation. 

Meanwhile the third session of the 
sixteenth parliament of Canada passed 
into history with the distinctive record 


of having done less than any other’ 


session to encumber the statute books 
of the country. 

Changes in tariff and taxation have 
been enacted, and imfortant laws, 
notably the amendments to the grain 
act and to the elections act, have been 
adopted. None the less, however, it 
remains true that the interest of the 
session has been rather in its discus- 
sion than in its legislation, in the 
problems which it has been approach 
ing rather than in any decisive aciion 
which it has taken upon any one of 
them. 

Government ministers and members 
of the commons alike have felt during 
the session that they were in the 
midst of circumstances which were 
rapidly crystalizing but would yet not 
reach the stage for action until anoth 
er year, Events of major importance 
have been seen as crowding the future. 

Politically the session has been 
quiet. The government has never 
been in danger of defeat. Some un- 
certainty was interjected in the sit- 
uation by intimations from Hon. Mr. 
Robb and other ministers that the 
government may take the initiative in 
raising the country’s tariff. As a re- 
sult Hon, Mr. Bennett, Conservative 
leader, has orated on protection more 
extensively than in any o§her session.
